Congress has thus finally won in its contest 
with President Grant.. It bas made no steps to- 
wards specie-payments as ed in the 
President’s manifesto to Senator Jones, of Ne- 
vada. It has taken away from the President the 
power which he and exercised without 
warrant of law, in letting out the so-called re- 
serve,” to inflate the currency. [ There is not 
one word io any law of the United States which 
implies that any portion of the $400,000,000 shall 
be held as a reserve. That is merely a mythical 
creation of the Treasury Department for the 
purpose of keeping up the notes which had been 
cancelled.”—Senator Sherman, June 20.] It has 
taken away the President's unused power to 
call in the reserve aad thus to contract the 
currency. It has given u legislative indorsement 
of that Executive inflation which President 
Grant by the hands of the Secretaries of the 
Treasury bad accomplished to the amount of 
$26,000,000. It has seized and fixed that amount 
of inflation as that below which there shall be no 
recession by law of Congress or act of the Pres- 
ident. [** The fear of contraction resulting from 
taking back into the Tre the $26, 0000,000 of 
the $44,000,000 reserve has n taken away.”— 
Senator Morton, June 20.) The President has 
signed the bi!l, and these 26,000,000 steps furtber 
away from specie payments have now all to be 
retraced before the country can be even so near 
to specie payments ag it was when Gen. Grant 
became its Chief Magistrate.

The future of most importance in the new law 
is the definition of the legal amount of green- 
backs at 5382, 000, 000, and the absolute prohibi- 
tion of what Messrs. Richardson and Boutwell 
used curiously enough to call a reserve.“ The 
country now knows how much the legal-tender 
currency is, and that it cannot be made more or 
less by any action of the Treasury Department 
until further legislation. This is so far good, 
since it removes an element of very great un- 
certainty from business calculations, and takes 
oat of the hands of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury a power that no official onght ever to 
have enjoyed. The legislation abolishing 
reserves of National Banks against circulation. 
and touching the redempton of bank 
notes through the Treasury is novel, and no one 
can say with any confidence what its effect will 
be. At present, however, the effect must be 
comparatively slight, and the country will expe- 
rience an immediate sense of relief that at last 
the finances are out of the hands of Congress. 
The prompt advance in the price of stocks yes- 
terday indicates this fact. We look forward toa 
revival of business, which, if it does not meke 
itself felt during the summer, niay reasonably 
be expected to do so early in the autumn. The 
situation is not, however, without uncertainties,

ler. Passages. in this career revive one’s his- 
toric sensibilities to the cases of men like Sey- 
mour, Strafford, and Bolingbroke, the Ministers, 
favorites, or Parliamentary spirits ot English 
reigns. Butler has led, for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, a brilliant, fitful, shrewd, and impetuous 
career. At different times he has been the 
most active, the most hated, the most praised, 
and the most curious, of our politicians. Uniess 
appearances deceive, he is now at the end of the 
problem of himself; and, overmatched, ex- 
posed, and understood, worn down bodily and 
mentally, and with his grip relaxed on public at- 
tention, he is about to experience the speedihess

often deceive themselves and their times, while 


health, temperament, and fortune hold out for 
them. Butler was this being in the superiative. 

As long as he could keep the field, his adher- 
ents performed their parts with alacrity. When 
he expected them to come forward and supply 
his place, they were unequal to the responsi- 
bility. He had taught them to depend 
upon his personal resources; had edu- 
cated none of them to appear in his 
stead; and expected, with a strong man’s 
health, to survive all his enemies. The contract 
was too large and too long. His indefatigable 
industry was no match for the rising public 
opinion which has been slowly encompassing 
him. His frequent encounters with opponents 
of all sorts taught expertness to them; there 
has been all the while the worm of wounded 
sensibility growing at his beart,—4 wear and 
tear of feelings aa of fibre ; and his last speech 
was delivered out of a mental agony hardly less 
moving because it betrayed, also, self accusa- 
tion and guilt. He who, Still 
own obituary, and reaches t the grave to stay 
the departing of his fame, has already fallen in- 
to the sere and vellow leaf, and must not look to 
have honor, love, o or troops of 
friends. 

HIS ANTAGONIGMS. . 
concerned with Butler than his own times. Oc- 
casion and faculty have made him what he is. 
Neither built deep nor fast, broad nor high, he 
bus’ been a semi-de ed character, both in 
politics and war, seeking to rise by skillful indi- 
viduality through a leveling age, and play the in- 
frequently successful part of a leader without a 

arty. No man can do this and rule, unless he 

a despot. Familiar examples of this 
kind of adventurer are Aaron Burr, Santa 
Anna, and Napoleon. Butler was the equal of 
neither. He was wholly deficient in the con- 
structive parts of public work; he had no notion 
of composing peoples or periods, so as 
to give that sense of security which is 
all that governments are instituted for; 
his constituency was floating; nis standard was 
dramatic ; his style was defiant. He seemed to 
hold that to scold would hold out forever. 
Possessing a false idea of the people, he thought 
to appease them by exhibitions of eruelty— 
hanging a mau here, banishing a woman yonder, 
decrying the rich, 1-11 refined.

Possessed of these two havens, home 
and independence, be is in a position to do the 
last important act of a long career: write from 
his standpoint the history of his times. 

The illusion of such a mah, worn out by 
handling, hke the state-furniture of a stage, 
cannot be restored.

HIS SEVEN YEARS IN CONGRESS.

ut Butler entered upon bis néw life in no 
chastened spirit. It was knowa that he had 
come to Congress in a way akimito: 
gery,—piteching his tent ia another district to get 
tumely residence there; and, while this species 
of carpet-baggery seemed very brilliant to the 
groundlings, it denoted the unscrupulous course 
of his subsequent career, and, besides, incited 
him to like smart trickery in Co He had 
all the riyalries of the War to avenge in the 
Public Parliament, 
Admiral Porter may occur to him at 
this time as neither generous nor 
politic. He had the lessons of the War, as well, 
to recite in the way of picking up money be- 
times. These two dispositions—retaliation and 
rapine—bave defined his legislative career for 
seven years. ‘Toterrorize and to amass money 
have been the two arme of his body. Irish com- 
bativeness and Yankee ways and means, made 
up our departed friend. For the rest, he was 
without a principie. He had always been a 
Democrat before the War; but in seveu years 
he has not asserted one Democratic principle, 
unless centralization, federalization, agrarian- 
ism, and contempt ot all checks and balances, 
be such. He appears to have adhered toa sin- 
cere di like of the Puritan character and 
form of Commonwealth, and to bave roused the 
rabble against it, but he also went to the ex- 
tremity of concession to the field negroes; and 
wherever his unbiased sagacity would have 
directed him right, some repulsion from the true 
side drove him over into error, Thus there is 
nothing intelligible in his career. It is a roving 
episode, like the story of Admiral Cochrane. If 
his unscrapulousness bad been of any compen- 
sation to the State, we might remember the act. 
In that Congress sat with him, as colleagues,

Gen. Butler at once put himself in the front 
rank of opposition to the President, and of 
severity toward the ten rebellious States. He 
proposed to govern the latter by Constitutional 
Conventions which should nominate civil on- 
cers to ‘the military commaaders of each dis-

species of caucus administration so unscrupulous 
that only 53 votes were cast for it out of 165. 

At the opening of the ballots for President in 
Joint Convention of Congress, Feb. 10, 1869, 
Butler objected to receiving the vote of Georgia. 
and rai the most disgraceful hullabaloo ever 
witnessed on such an occasion, yet carrying the 
House with him. He reported the Mississipp:

law became United States Senator straight from 
the Federal army, the. grossest abuse 
ler has yet found in any West Pointer. 

In short, Butler was the champion of the Con- 
quistadores of every Southern State, avd has 
Kept them down in Washington as he ruled New 
Orleans. always with stern, repressory, and yet 
not clean bands. ‘The maifed glove he wore was 
mailed with gold. The Southern element his bills 
returned to the House and the Senate supported 
his every measure-of rapacity, and made the power 
of corruption overwhelming. Many men, penu- 
rious of fame, were advocates of these Kecon- 
struction measures, and profited by the vote they 
brought to the party; but Mr. Butler has eked 
che most out of that policy.

HIS TOPMOST STEP. 

At the proposition of the impeachment of the 
President of the United States, Mr. Butler had 
the great occasion of his days, and bounded to 
the ae of publicity. He made at that time 
all the reputation on which he has since sub- 
sisted; aud I have heard Mr. Blaine say that 
Butler only kept the impeachment from sinking 
below contempt. Not being designed by any of 
the leaders the House to be a Mauager, he 
electioneered himself on the Board; drew the 
article on which the test-vote was taken on the 
motion of Senator (now Attorney-General) Wil- 
iams; took peers absolute charge of the trial; 
browbeat the Chief-Justice; accused the Presi- 
dent’s lawyers of hiring themselves; and, in 
a word, lighted, surprised, and terrorized 
the party behind him, by the keenness of hi» 
invective, the readiness of his retort. and the 
vigor of his crogs-examination.

Dispatches seldom do justice to any important 
subject, for several reasons: One is, they do 
not dilate sufficiently to explain a situation; and 
another is, not to mince matters, that telegraph- 
ic-news-compilers seldom: possserasthe gift to be 
able to describe a situation briefly and well at 
the same time. I always despair of telegraph- 
ing anything with an idea to details; so, in re- 
sponse to the request which came flashing across 
the Western half of our Continent, asking for 
reports of the Oregon election, I sent two brief 
mesrages, on consecutive dave, which simply an- 
nounced a Democratic victory for the entire 
State ticket; the slaughter of the Custom-House 
Ring, with its Hipple-Mitchell and Halladay 
accessories; the success of the Independents in 
electing two members of the Supreme Bench,— 
the only two who were elected this year,—and 
their further success in electing a large propor- 
tion of the coming State Legislature. Surely, 
that was 

GLORY ENOUGH FOR ONE ELECTION. 

A letter which I wrote before the election very 
fairly piesaged the result. One could forsee that 
the people would be bluffed off from voting the 
State Independent ticket; and such was the 
ease in many of the large counties of the Umpqua 
and in the Willamett Valley; while they held 
their own nobly, aud won overwhelming victory, 
in Douglas, Polk, and Washington Counties, 
electing the full county and Legislative tickets, 
and giving large majorities for the State 
ticket. Also, in Eastern Oregon, where

P —— law relative to the inspeotlon a oils used 
or ijuminating purposes, approved March 14, 
1874, going inte effect July 1, prohibits, under a 
penalty of $200 fine, the sale of coal-oil, naph- 
tha, gasoline, benzine, or other mineral oils or 
fluids, the product of petroleum, until the same 
has been Inspected and branded by the Oil In- 
spector. It also raises the standard from 110 to 
150 degrees Fahrenheit of all oils and fluids used 
for illuminating — em and requires the Oil 
Inspector to mar oils and fluids which ignite 
or explode’ at a temperature of less than 

egrees, condemned for illuminating 
purposes.” Under the new law, “any 

shall sell or attempt to 

sell for illuminating purposes any such oil or 
finfd below the approved standard, 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or who shail neglect to give notice 
to the Oil Inspector within two days after such 
oil or fluid is made, refined, or received by him, 
or shall use any package, cask, or barrel havin 
the Inspector's brand thereon, the oil or a 
therein not hav been inspected, shall be‘lia- 
ble to a fine of 2200 and all such packages, etc.,

FHENRY WARD BEECHER. 

The result which was anticipated by a recent 
article in this paper upon the Tilton-Beecher 
scandal has come to pass. Mr. Theodore Til- 
ton, pushed into a corner by the assaults of the 
Rey. Leonard Bacon, the pillar of New England 
Congregationaliem, and placed in a position 
where, if he longer remains silent, he must en- 
dure the unenviable reputation of being con- 
sidered a liar and a elanderer, has at last 
made public the foundation for the charges 
against the Rev. 
which have hitherto rested upon rumor 
and the statements of irresponsible par- 


ties. The nature of these charges is 


not given in detail, but as Mr. Tilton speaks of 
them as ‘‘ offenses which I forbear to name or 
characterize,” and as in the same connection he 
prints a letter in which Mr, Beecher expresses 
the most humble contrition and penitence, and 
even wishes that he were dead, it may be as- 
sumed that they are of the gravest character, 
a minister 
but also as a man. A brief review 
of the case will prepare the reader for 
the status it has now reached. These charges 
first saw the light in the columns of Woodhull 
and Clajlin’s Weekly, a paper published by the 
notorious Mrs. Woodhull and her equally noto- 
rious sister, Tennie C. Claflin. The chasacter of 
these women, who from the most charitable 
point of view are adventuresses, and of their 
paper, which was not long since suppressed by 
the authorities for its indecent and infamous 
libels, was not such as to secure any credence 
for the story ; but subsequently it came 
before the public, directly from Mr. 
Henry ©. Bowen, a prominent member 
of Plymouth Church, and indirectly from 
Mr. Tilton, in such a manner that the public at 
once took sides regarding the scandal. Mean- 
while Mr. Tilton voluntarily severed his connec- 
tion with Plymouth Church, that organization 
neither making any protest against it nor calling 
him to acoount for it, but silently acquiescing in 
it. The slander spread, and grew. as it spread, 
and soon passed the limits of Plymouth Church 
and the Congregational denomination, and be- 
came common talk all over the country. 
Then followed the famous tripartite agreement 
between Mesars. Beecher, Bowen, and Tilton, by 
which everything was to be mutually forgiven 
and forgotten. 

Complete and promising as the partnership 
was, it was formed too late. The story was in 
every one’s mouth, and had assumed dimensions 
which were formidable, and began to seriously 
injure not only Plymouth Church, but other 
Congregational churches. The protest at first 
came in a friendly spirit of advice, but 
it was unheeded. Plymouth Church firmly, and 
even defiantly, refused to recognize the charges, 
and virtually informed the remonstrating 
churches that they could mind their own busi- 
ness. This action superinduced the calling of 
the Congregational Council at the instar ce of 
the Revs. Storrs and Budington, of New York. 
Ostensibly the object of this Council was fo de- 
termine what constituted the conditions of mem- 
bership in the Church, the modus operandi of 
terminating that membership, and some 
minor pointe of discipline, but in real- 
ity this slander was the impelling 
cause, and it colored all the proceedings of the 
Council. The finding of this Council, as our 
readers will remember, was that there had been 
technical laches on the part of Plymouth 
Church, which was warned not to repeat the 
offerse. Although the charges did not figure in 
the verdict, it is impossible to doubt, from its 
general tenor, that the Council expected 
Plymouth Church would investigate and defi- 
nitely settle them. Since that time, however, 
Plymouth Church has taken no stepsin the 
matter. 

Meanwhile, the Rev. Leonard Bacon, who 
drew up the report of the Council, through the 
columns of the Independent has made a series of 
fierce attacks upon Mr. Tilton, which have been 
all the more forcible because Mr. Bacon has been 
a firm believer in Mr. Beecher's innocence. 
These successive attacks at last placed Mr. 
Tilton in such a despicable position that 
he waived the privileges of non-membership 
in Plymouth Church, and offered to ap- 
pear before the Examining Committee 
for trial upon the charge of slandering Mr. 
Beecher. Mr. Tilton's letter was not brought 
before the church at all, but at.a private meet- 
ing of the leaders they peremptorily declined 
the offer. Then Mr. Tilton made public the 
charges, and filed a copy with the Rev. 
Leonard Bacon, the Moderator of the Coun- 
cil. The investigation now must come. The 
charges must be answered, or Mr. Beecher 
must suffer; and, if Plymouth Church 
does not imvestigate it, undoubtedly the 
Congregational Union will take action. Deplor- 
ble as the case 18, it is for the best interests of 
Mr. Beecher, of Plymouth Church, and of mo- 
rality and religion, that it should be settled at 
once. Grieved as all good men will be to find 
that Mr. Beecher has been guilty of improper 
conduct, and eminent as his position is, there is 
no reason why an exception should be made in 
his case, While he should not be condemned 
because he is a man of genius, neither should his 
offense be extenuated because he is a man of 
genius. He should be treated like any other 
man under accusation. His offense should be 


cent, the public will rejoice. If he is guilty, 
then he must meet the consequences. While he 
cannot erase the past or undo what he has al- 
ready done, he has yet a future before him, and 
that future will be of his own making. The 
American people have long regarded him as one 
of the institutions of the land. Their 
affections have gone out to bim; their 
pride has been centered in him. While 
the pinnacle from which he falls (if fall he must) 
is so high, it does not follow that he will be 
dashed in pieces. While, if guilty, he can never 
be the same Henry Ward Beecher to the public 
that he was before, still friends will gather about 
him, not to condone a fault which morality must 
condema, but to encourage him to a life more

THE ARCHITECTURAL MULLETT. 

The scene at the office of the Secretary of the 
Treasury on Wednesday, in which Senator Logan 
and Architect Mullet were the actors, will not 
be without its benefits if it draw public atten- 
tion more closely to the snappish fraud who for 
so many years has borne the high-sounding 
title vf “Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury.” It appears that Senator Logan 
called upon this functionary to remonsirate 
against what seemed to be a purpose to 
refuse the Messrs. Hale, of this city, a 
contract to which they were entitled by law, and 
that the little man in office grew violent and 
abusive, as he generally does upon the slightest 
provocation. It further appears that the Senator 
appealed to the Secretary, Mr. Bristow, and that 
then the irascible Architect repeated his inso- 
lence, until aileuced and ordered out of the room 
by the Secretary. 

The occasion for this excitement was that the 


Government had advertised for proposals for an 


elevator for one of the large public buildings. 
The Messers. Haie, who are proprietors of the 
Water Balance Elevator, many of which are in 
use in this city, concluded to make a bid. It was 
believed by them, whether rightly or not, that 
the advertisement was intended as a mere tech- 
nical compliance with law, and that the Architect 
bad already determined which kind of elevator 
he would put into the building: This elevator 
had the peculiarity of passing upand down with- 
in 2 spiral stairway, from which it was ap- 
proached at each landing. In f 
tisément was so framed that the stairway 
was made an easential part of the elevator 
which alone would be adopted. The Mearrs. 
Hale, after due inquiry and estimates, reached 
the conclusion that they could adapt their eleva- 
tor to the spiral-stairway attachment, and 
in company with one of the representatives of 
this district they had an interview with Mullett. 
They combated bis objections to their machine, 
and at last they obtained from him the assurance 
that if their bid was the lowest they should have 
the contract. They made their arrangements 
for the stairway, and put in a bid ata price so 


much lower than any of their competitors that 


there was no possible excuse left for denying 
them the contract. But Mr: Mullett found ex- 
ouses and preterts for delaying it, and it

Congress the responsibility of accepting or 
opposing these bids for local expenditure, many 
of them notorious jobs. We find him 
a member of the District of Columbia Board 
of Public Works, and also a participant in the 
profits of the roofing of the public buildings. 
Allcomplaints against his official proceedings 
have been treated with contempt during the ad- 
ministration of Secretaries Boutwell and Rich- 
ardson, and the country will rejoice if the pres- 
ent Secretary, Mr. Bristow, shall eject him sum- 
marily from office. :

THE PRICE OF AGRICULTURAL LABOR. 

There is a movement ia progress in Eugland. 
Germany, France, Belgium, in fact in the whole 
of Europe, the immediate effect of which is to 
raise the price of agricultural labor in those 
countries, and the effect of which eventually 
will be to raise it in the rest of the world as weil. 
This movement has, owing to various causes, 
been going. on for 4 great many 
years on the Continent of Europe. It has come 
to a crisis in Eugland, and is therefore attract- 
ing an extraordinary amount of attention, for, 
while the increase of the price of labor in En- 
gland; France, Germany, and Russia will be of 
great advantage to the agricultural laborers and 
farm hands in those cou ntries, it will raise the 
money value of American produce in foreign 
markets. Our farmers have had to compete in 
the sale of wheat with that prodaced 
much more cheaply in Russia and other coun- 
tries on account of the exceedingly small wages 
paid there to far.n hands. If the latter are bet- 
ter remunerated in the future than they have 
hitherto been, the American farmer will be the

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It is generally supposed in England that the 
agitation of the agricultural laborers of the east- 


ern counties to secure higher wages by com- 


bination is a merely local struggle. Mr. T. E. 
Cute Leslie, in an article in the June number of 
the Fortnightly Review, shows that this is not 
the case, and that. the efforts of the English 
agricultural Jaborers are only a particular phase 
of a movement general over Europe, attended 


due mainly to the same causes, and in partica- 
lar localities with other phenomena due to 
special causes. Thus he shows that in Belgium 
the wages of agricultural laborers have been 
rising steadily for twenty years ; and they have 
lately, in some districts, taken a sudden leap 
from two francs and a half a day to three francs 
The increase in France in the last 
twenty-six years has been 60 per cent; and 
would be even greater than this now 
were it not for the F¥anco-Prussian 
war, the uncertaiaty of France's political 
future, and the drain of five milliards. 
Dr. Vou der Loltz, Professor of Rural Economy 
iu the University of Berlin, estimates the rise in 
the wages of the Tagloehner and Freie Arbeiter, 
the day-laborers and free-laborers, two of thé 
four classes into which agricultural laborers are 
divided in Germany, at 100 per cent in the Rhine 
provinces, and at from 50 to 60 per cent in the 
eastern province of Prussia, between the last 
ten and twenty years. The rise in one district 


ia, according to the Journal of the Agriculiu- 
ral Society for Rhenish Prussia, at from 75 to 100 | 


per cent in the last twenty years, ahd ia another 
at 200 per cent in the last ten years. At Tuebin- 
gen, the rate of wages was, from 1850-1855, Is 
2d ; from 1860-65, Is 4d; from 1866-70, 18 86d: 
and it is now 28 Od. At Wiesen, rates werd ten 
years ago 1s gd; they are now 2s. Se 
In Engiand, where hitherto the laborers have 


received only 128 a week, it is calculated they 


will get before long as high as 17s. 

The increase in the rate of agricultural wages 
is not due, as Mr. Leslie shows, entirely to emi- 
gration and to migration to towns. These 
agencies have contributed to the result, but 


the change. For instance, the rise in the price 
of agricultural labor bas been as marked in 
France and Belgium, whence there has been no 
emigration at all, as in Germany, where there 
has been a great deal. Aud even in Germany 
the loss by emigration has been compensated 
by the natural increase of population. Be- 
sides, the increase of wages has taken 
piace in localities from which there has been lit- 
tle or no emigration. Mr. Leslie is of opinion 


that the general rise in the money wages of ag- 


ricuitural labor is connected with the general 
rise in the price of commodities, the immense 
augmentation and the more rapid circulation of 
money, consequent op the discovery of the new 
gold mines. Thus Mr. Leslie hase given the 
following table of prices in silbergroschen (5 
silbergroechen being equal to 6 English pence) 
of articles coming within the consumption of 


Still, even the increase of the price of com- 


modities is not sufficient to account for the in- 


crease in the rate of wages; and we may accept 
what the writer before referred to says on this 
point, that it is impossible to get to the root of 
the rise of wages without entering into the 
causes of other phenomena too complex to be 
examined in a magazine article. We surmise 
that the standard of comfort of even the agri- 
culturaMaborers of Europe is rising, and has 
contributed ite share to the effect above named. 
Whatever the cause, American farmers in par- 
ticular are to be congratulated on the result 
above named.

There is no telling whep the armed peace of 
Europe will be brought ‘an abrupt close, and 
war, deadlier and more horrible than has been 
witnessed for many year, break out between 
France and Germany. In Germany, France, — 
in all Europe in fact,—and in this country, a 
proximate Franco-Prussian war is spoken of asa 
matter of fact, much as the next sunrise is 
spoken of; only the time when the one 
event will happen. is known deéfinitely,

The world expects 
that France shall, as soon us prepared,— 
if a war is not forced upon her sooner by Ger- 
many,—deciare war against Germany. Notice 
has been served on France to that effect. There 


other way can she retain hor place among the 
nations than by murdering a number of some 
other nation aod having as few of her own de- 
voted sous murdered as is compatible therewith. 


‘ Parliaments, Ministers, pamphleteers, journal- 
| ists, preachers, have told her she must fight 


Germany again. The opinion, and gossip, and 
talk of the world leave these good Frenchmen 
no alternative but to go to war. : 

A question of great interest at the pres- 
ent time is that of Belgian neutrality. 
That, so far as Belgium itself 1s concerned, 
it will not violate its neutral policy, is con- 
ceded on all hands. But it is theugbt that 
its neutrality may be violated; that France 
may endeavor to reach her enemy over Belgium. 
The Germans themselves believe in the possi- 
‘bility of France's endeavoring to move her troops 
over Belgium to the Rhine; that they might ac- 
complish this with so much celerity that Bel- 
gium could offer no resistance. England and 


that the neutrality of Belgium should be placed 
beyond a peradventure. The French, on the 
other hand, well aware of the advantageous bo- 
sition of Belgium, are afraid that Germany nas 
designs on Belgium and Holland. Im- 
partial observers, however, believe that there 
is much more of a desire on the part of France 
than of Germany to disregard the neutral atti- 
tude of Belgium. 

The most critical subject, however, according 
to the Berlin correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, ia that of Luxemburg, the fortress of 
which was dismantled and the place itself put 
under the guarantee of the Great Powers in 1867. 
It is surmised that instead of imprisoning the 
Catholic Bishops and priests—there are three 
Catholic Bishops and over a hundred of the infe- 
rior clergy now in prison—it will be found shortly 
more convenient to banish them. Once ban- 
ished, it is thought they will settle as near as 
possible to Germany,—probably at Luxemburg, 
where the inhabitants love the Catholic Church 
and hate Germany.’ Here they will write pam- 
phlets against Germany to flood Europe with, 
and which it will be no easy matter to keep out 
of Germany itself. Should Germany try to dic- 
tate to Luxemburg how it shal) treat the ban- 
ished Catholic clergy, France will come forward 
to defend ber and claim the aliiance of the other 
Great Powers,—England, Austria, and Russia. 

Matters in other directions are, even now, 
beginning to get entangled. It is reported that 
there is a difference between Bismarck and the 
King of Bavaria. Shoald this be so, it will con- 
siderably weaken the power of the Empire, 
especially if the Bavarians should side with 
their King, which they would be very apt to do.
